Quintanilla, Jr. (TDR hW/UFO), 
requesting rhoto Analysis of one roll of 8 MM movie film taken near San Pablo, Calif. on 
7 August 1965, Analysis was conducted by the Photo Analysis Division, TDDPA, and the Photo

a. ANALYSIS: Approximately’ one third of the 8 MM film that dealt with the possible UFO 
was taken from @ moving vehicle. In this saction of film the only image which might be 
considered 2 UFO has no apparent solidarity. After close examination it was determinad 
that the image was part of a larzer ime showing the top half of a man in a suit coat 
with the svallar gece imaze being part of the shirt and collar. At one point the 
taint image of a secon erson can also be seen, Tne image of man Appears mor earls 
; ade Pie chivtae te ae. ne image of &@ man Appears more clearly 
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3. CONCLUSION: _Aabhenigh a double exposure can only be seen on thse section of film show- 
ing the sky, it is felt that a major portion of the 8 MM Pilm has been double exposed, 

The phenomenon of the second set of images is felt to be 4 double exposure rather than a 
reflection becauss of the lack of distortion to the image and the appearance of ths 

image not being reversed. A careful examination of the 4 ‘of film failed to reveal any 


discernible image that could be classed aa a UFO.
